RACKET LINGO 



Many people are intrigued by what they 
contider the picturesque slang of the pitch- 
man, carnival grifter and even outright crooks 
tike fhortchongers and pickpockets. Some of 
the phrases coined by such characters are in- 
deed colorful but the term "stang" doM not 
fully define them. 

By tifuig, we meon words which have 
gained wide popular usage to become part 
of colloquial speech. They ore terms of the 
moment, the. passing by words of our lan- 
guage. 

Once (he term "Beat tt" — still common- 
ly used — was expressed by "Skidoo," now 
rorely heard and "Twenty- three" which is no 
longer used at all. Those are typical slang 
terms. 

The exprcsiion "pooch" for dog, "mug" 
for mouth, "mop" for face, are examples of 
■Idng. Some such words do come from odd 
and sometimes quesHonoble sources, but they 
ore hardly slang until they are recognized by 
the public ot large. 

Prior to thot, the term cant is a better 
definition. 

Under the head of cant come technicot 
phrase*, largely at the dialect of a special 
group. Thu» the carnival worker who refers 
to himself as a "corney" and calls his 
accomplice o "ihill" or a "jtick" i^,' lotking 
in cant, rather than slang. 

In brief, he is using terms net generally 
known; his cant, in a sense, is slang ef a 
restricted sort. A carney doesn't eoi; he 
"scoffs." The suitcase that he carries is a 
"kiester." A pitchman's tripod, which he uses 
to set up his stand, is known tff o "tripe" to 
himself and others of his ilk. The license 
which a pitchman carries is a "reader" ii» 
his lingo. 

All such terms are easily picked up by any 
one who frequents a carnival or listens to 
pitchmen chatter. That is why cont phrases 
frequently creep into more generol usoge ond 
become regular slang. 

The situation deepens when we strike words 
that ore deliberately coined to boffle the 
dionce listener. Here we ore delving into 



underworld lingo and such talk comes under 
the head of argot, which dates back to the 
days of the English rogues, who hod q ton- 
guoge proclically all their own. 

In modern argot, short change orlitls refer 
to their racket as a "hype." A pickpocket 
"weeds a poke" when he goes through o 
stolen wallet. If on the run, he is "on Iho 
duff." 

Once it wos common to say that a person 
was "wise" when he caught onto something. 
When this become too commonly used, the 
term "hep" was substituted for "wise." To- 
day, a "hep ghee" is somebody who twenty 
years ago would have been classed as "wised 
up." 

In developing their argot, the racket crowd 
follows the usual rules as applied ta slong. 
For instance: Some years ago, wisecroeken 
used to refer to a wife as "the storm and 
strife." Soon, this was simply shortened to 
"the storm." A similar cose, in racket 
parlance, is found in Ihe term "On the eorie" 
which means to listen in. The term "eorie" 
it pronounced like Erie, which In turn 
suggested Lake Erie, so now the hep ghee 
who knows his racket lingo uset the expres- 
sion "On the lake" to mean thot someone is 
overhearing plenty. 

When two, fast talkers begin to throw in 
phrates especially designed te confuse the 
listener, their lingo comes under the head of 
jargon. 

Gypsies have been specialists at jargon, 
some of their dialect being merely a form of 
double talk. Thus fiog Lotin and other types 
of jargon are often regorded as imitations of 
gypsy speech. Of recent years. Hog lotin has 
found its way into slang. Such on expressior* 
as "Scram" has been changed to "Amscroy," 
while "Nix" become* "Ixnoy" — all in ac- 
cordance with the Hog latin system of putting 
the beginning of a word at the •nd and 
odding "ay" to it. 

A lot of gags hove resulted from this, such 
ot the one of on actress who become to 
addicted to Hog Latin that she begon calling 
her dog Rex by the name of X-ray. But it t» 



doubtful wh«ther the average man who 
Ihinit* he knows hit Hog Latin would be able 
*o catch it around o carnival lot, where eart 
OT* really tuned to thof particular jargon. 

It's like leorning the Morse Code. A person 
can memoriie it and call off letters in dots 
and dashes. But to walk into a tetegroph 
office and reod it right off the wire, requires 
long experience. You don't hear carnies 
slinging Hag latin back and forth as their 
habitual vernacular. They save it for the 
right occasions and then insert it at required. 
This [argon is particularly deceptive when 
a Carney throws it in with hit spiel or pitch. 
Let's lake o case in point: 

One season the Great A and Z Shows ron 
into trouble in the town of Bloomerdale. The 
police showed up with orders to crack down 
on all gambling devices. This meant that they 
were, going to "slough the wheels" as 
cornies put it. Gomes of chance, such as per- 
centage wheels, electric flashers and similor 
devices, all were taboo. 

Booths that hod dart boards, pop-in 
buckets, cats on o" rock and all such were 
allowed to operate. They were regarded as 
"Kience and skill" because the locol constab- 
ulary didn't know that such games were 
"goffed," So as the police come olong, 
knocking off the concessions one by one, they 
went right by the "skill joints." 

Old Pels, o corney of long standing, wos 
running a dart game and he taw the tow go 
by. A dozen booths olong was Pete's pal Bill, 
who operated o Big Six Wheel. Naturally, Bill 
hod to be told ond it wos op to Pete to telt 
him. 

Here was the way Pete [argoned it: 
"Step right up folks and try your skill! 
Illbloy, ohbloy! Not a gome of chonce — 
pure science ond sheer skill — Illbloy, opscoy 

— and the more you try, the better you get. 
Science ond skill — illbloy, ohbloy, opscay 

— the more you try the more you win! 

By the time the police reached Bill's joint, 
the Big Six Wheel was packed and Bill was 
driving owoy in his cor. He'd noted those in- 
sertions in Pete's fomiliar leather lunged spiel. 
Out of what the police mistook for o usual 
pitch. Bill had transloted the wornirig; 

"Bill — blow! Bill — cops! Bill — bl6w — 
eopj!" 

To expedite their jargon and further dis- 
guise it, cornival workers frequently use odd 
but meaningless phrases. One sideshow "talk- 
er" for exomple, would constantly refer to 
somebody or something as coming "From the 
Isle of M o I o g o o I o ' and other odd 
expressions. He had no trouble putting in 
more significant stotementt when he wanted. 

Another old hond who ran o refreshmenl 



stand delighted in such slogans ps "lemon- 
ade — mode in the shade -^ by on old 
maid" — and -Right off the ice — twice oi 
nice — as Poradisel" Any departure from 
thot familiar singsong would be noted 
promptly by other cornies, but never by the 
forces of low and order when they vijited 
the carnival lot intent upon making a pinch. 
Nol too many yeors ogo, "double talk" 
became the vogue. Somebody would ask. 
What happened to the frammis that I left on 
the trobbet?" A storekeeper would be 
stumped by the query: "Do you carry 
dollands? I need a dozen about size three for 
on old nikkovar — a brass one." 

The odd words, of course, were meaning- 
less, but experts at double talk soon found 
that they could carry on a conversation be- 
tween themselves by simply sprinkling it with 
double talk that they personally ignored but 
whrch confused the listener immensely. 

The next step was to coin expressions thot 
sounded like double talk words, but had a 
definite meaning. So the lingo, of today is 
really full of them. 

For exomple, the word, "gullion" which 
might mean anything to the chonce listener 
signifies "jewelry " to those whose specialty 
IS stealing it. When a "fix" has been 
orronged so thol rocketeers can move into a 
territory, the word is passed that the "oIm" 
II set. Jumping to the other extreme of the 
olphabet, the term "«x" is used as a warn- 
ing against some slip in plons. 
_ In the higher brackets of the rockets, a 
shed" IS the term for a railroad station, a 
scatter" means a saloon, a "faw" is a bank- 
roll, a "mork" is o sucker and o "sting" is 
to take his money, which becomes a "touch" 
®'' "*"■■«■' ofter it has been taken. Money it- 
self IS known under a variety of fe,ms from 
ridge" denoting small change to "coarse 
ones" which ore the big bills used to make 
up a huge bankroll which will impress a suck- 
er who has been ripened for a confidence 
gome. 

Such samples of the con man's lingo show 
ploinly that experts in those rockets con lip 
each other off to certain focts within aduol 
earshot of their victims. 

As for the fames themselves, Ihey have 
nomes for those too. Every swindle has its 
trode title, so to speok. Such terms as the 
.flop," the "flue," the 'pigeon," the '•spud" 
or the "wipe" may mean anything to the 
average chump except whol they really 
signify: Games thot are craftily designed (O 
port him from his money. 

Yes, the ways ond wiles of the racketeers 
ore many, but their lingo is even more varied 
than their methods. '
